T IS A RATHER REVEALING 
feature of the current, efforts 
towards an international agreement 


to refrain from creating anti-missile. 


defence systems that the astro- 
nomical cost of such a program ap- 
pears at times to be the paramount 
consideration. Surely the fate of 
mankind should provide the chief 
motivation for such discussions. 
There are indications that the 
United’ States and Russia may be 
able to get together on some ar- 
rangement which will avoid the 
entry of either country into a defen- 
sive armament program that would 
cost-billions of dollars. A computer- 
governed, electronic network that 
would destroy invading-nuclear mis- 


—siles high -in_the-sky—before they 


could get within lethal distance of 
prospective targets on earth would 
be, of course, the last word in nu- 
clear warfare. 

But if both major powers in- 
stalled such a‘ defensive system the 
current nuclear standoff would not 
be appreciably altered. As with pos- 
session of the nuclear bomb, only an 
exclusive monopoly of the devices 
would give the owner an advantage 
in the global power struggle. From 
this standpdint an agreement be- 
tween Washington and Moscow to 
refrain from developing the new mis- 
sile defence would spare each the 
enormous expense without weaken- 
ing the relative values of their de- 
fensive positions.

Yet dis- 
cussions have been held for several 
years with no real evidence of the 
urgency which should dominate 
them.: Agreement is delayed; al- 
though the danger can only grow 
worse. 


Need for Review 


At any event, the situation cur- 
rently facing the city—“miracles” or 
possible higher government grants 
notwithstanding — underscores the 
need for a municipal-provincial re- 
view of the whole field of financing.

Move to Extend the Cease-Fire Beyond Tet Truce 


N intensive behind-the-scenes effort 

is under way to parlay the lunar 
New Year (Tet) cease-fire in Vietnam 
into an extended 
truce. Whether there 
is a realistic hope of 
success remains to be 
seen. Hopeful signs 
are few. Such signs 
as there are, however, 
do permit at least a 
glimmer of optimism. 
They include : 

@ The fact that con- 
tacts between the 
belligerents are being 
sought, and perhaps achieved, in almost 
total secrecy. This is not just another 
highly publicized peace’ offensive. 

@ The fact that the Saigon gov>rn- 
ment is not actively dragging its heels. 
On the contrary, Prime Minister Nguyen 
Cao Ky offered this past week to 
negotiate a ‘‘properly agreed and’ 
supervised” extension of the cease-fire. 

@ The fact that Red China is too 
preoccupied with its own inner turmoil to 
concentrate much energy on sabotaging 
‘the- effort. 


UN Secretary-General U Thant is cen- . 


tral to the venture. 

What Thant would like to see happen is 
that the cease-fire now scheduled for at 
least Feb. 8 to 12 (the Communists have 
offered Feb. 8 to 15) should thereafter 
continue—if necessary, from day to day, 
without formal proclamation or agree- 
ment, This would mean that the Ameri- 
can bombing of the North would not take 
place, thus meeting- an essential Com- 
munist precondition for peace talks. 


It would ‘also. mean, even if there 


were violations on a limited scale, a 
reduction in Communist military 
activity. An important American counter- 
condition would therefore be similarly 
met. ; 

If this much was achieved, there 
would be talks aimed at a more formal 


truce, and finally negotiation of basic 
political issues. 

Active efforts are under way to reach 
agreement.on some such scenario. 

The whole enterprise is an incredibly 


delicate balancing act in which military’ 


acivantage, face, and political aspirations 
on several sides must be brought into 
equilibrium. 

By making peace at this stage, the 
United States would’ be giving up the 
prospect of significant — conceivably 
even decisive — military gains in 1967 
and 1968. 


However, guerrilla warfare came 
close to routing the South Vietnamese in 
1964. There is no sign that Saigon 


would be much better able to handle it’ 


now. 


American help would therefore be - 


required for a prolonged period — 
perhaps for the 10 to 20 years that the 
Reds say they are prepared to fight. 
This very real danger of being bogged 
down by hit-and-run jungle terrorism for 


a decade or more gives Washington a- 


motive to make peace, even before its

NEW YORK — A neatly- 
dressed American business- 
man was recently observed at 
the cosmetics ‘counter of a 
New York department store, 
testing perfumes female 
fashion, on his wrist. He 
rejected one as too spicey, 
another as too heavy, and 
after some deliberation 
selected a third as being his 
type of fragrance. 

The man was not embar- 
rassed, and the scene caused 
not the slightest stir among 
the women shoppers around 
him. He might as well have 
been buying a tie or a pair of 
socks. 

This, according to sales 
psychologists, is part of the 
emancipation of the American 
male — a trend which they 
believe is only just beginning, 
and which is being followed . 
by much of Western civiliza- 
tion. The British have their 
long hair and Carnaby Street 
clothes; the Americans are 
now estimated to be spending 
$500 million a year on 
“grooming agents’ — which 
manufacturers privately 
admit are often the same as 
women’s cosmetics, packaged 
in masculine style and with 
subtle changes in aroma. 

At first male grooming aids 
were bought by girl friends 
and wives as presents. But in 
the past year men have taken 
to buying their own to such an 
extent that many stores sell 
their male cosmetics in two

Typical of the latter is a 
counter in a large New York 
store called “Harry’s Bar” 
with assistants stressing the 
maleness of their trade by 
wearing bar-room aprons and 
dispensing perfumes as they 
might do drinks.

One of the very legitimate 
complaints of the average 
reader, and most of us usually 
are in this category at least 
part of the time, is that most 
scholars simply cannot write 
readable books. 

This charge is unfortunately 
all too true; somehow, there 
seems to be no relationship 
between professional know!l- 
edge of a subject and literary 
accomplishment. 

Therefore, it is all the more — 
gratifying when a professional 
historian has an ability to 
write, Paul Kendall is to be 
congratulated in his newest 
volume _on the 15th century. 
This book is good history and 
it is also good reading. 

English history for most 
persons tends to be concen- 
trated on particular phases. 
The Norman conquest is one, 
the Crusades and Richard 
Coeur de Lion is another, the 
reign of Henry V is another 
and then there is a gap until 
the fascinating Tudor family 
succeed to the throne. 

The Wars of the Roses, the 
Yorkist kings and their’ world 
are mentioned en passant 
largely as a tiresome period . 
» e tw een the glamourous | 


medieval world and the excit- 
ing Tudor age. - 

What is so often disregarded 
is that the Tudors did not 
originate everything and that 
all was not black for the 
previous half century to their 
accession. 

Mr. Kendall has proceeded 
with skill, wit and style to

You Don’t Get Points Hitting Pads 


That’s understandable. When he played for Victoria 
Cougars Stanley Cup champions in 1925 when he was with 
Quebec and Boston and Detroit and Edmonton, Duke Keats 
always gave them their dollar’s worth. 

You don’t get in the Hockey Hall-of Fame because they 
liked the way you combed your hair or brushed your teeth. 
Performance not appearance was the criteria. 

He would make an interesting addition to the crowds (?) at 
Victoria games, but he doesn’t catch many. 

In Duke Keats’ day a pension was something Tailroaders 
received, but not hockey players. He and Doris “make out” on 
the federal monthly dole but they go light on caviar and nights 
out. 

But the competitive fires never really burn out, not even 
when the shadows grow longer. 

He can look at a Robert Marvin Hull, contemporary 
hockey’s greatest scoring phenom, and wonder how he could 
miss the goal six times. 

“T looked at the statistics,” he said. “The All-Stars had 35 
shots on goal. I’d like to know how many they had off the

“Oh, No?” Keats said in reply to a question. ‘Let me tell 
you something. I promoted hockey as well as played it. I know 
from attendance figures that after a fight you can be sure the 
next game the place will. be jammed.

When British Columbia's legislators meet Tues- 
day-in New Westminster it will be a temporary 
visit 

They'll be back in the Legislative Buildings 
here the next day. 

But if it hadn't been that 100 years ago one of 

~«0ue_parliamentary. fathers had a drink too many, if 
it wasn’t for the fact that his spectacles were -put 
out of commission by a scheming deskmate, New 
Westminster might still be the capital of B.C. 

When dhe legislative council assembled at New 
Westminster on January 24, 1867, it was the first 
time that representatives of B.C. as we know its 
boundaries today, sat down together. 

There were only: 22 members and a governor 
then—and two of them were absent—and they met 

~jn-a-former-barracks for unmarried -seldiers in the 

Royal Engineers’ camp at Sapperton.. According 
to’ notes left by Victoria representative Dr. J. S. 
Helmcken, the building was known. as_ ‘Noah's 
Ark”. 


‘A Pimple on Face of Creation’ 


He didn’t like New Westminster. . Few Vic- 
torians did. They calied it “a stream of liquid mud” 
and a “pimple on the face of creation’. -New 
Westminster folks on the other hand, disliked 
Victoria. They said it was located on a frogpond. 

Nub of their dispute really was the pending 
decision of where the capital of the newly united 
colonies of British Columbia and Vancouver Island 
would be located. 

Dr.‘ J. S. Helmcken, who had been Speaker of 
the assembly at Victori ia for 10 years, was ready to 
use his eloquence fo win the capital for Victoria. In 
this-he was supported by. William—George Cox, a 
Cariboo gold commissioner, and opposed by a 
Nanaimo magistrate, a former sea captain, William 
Hales Franklyn. 

Governor Frederick Seymour busied the legis- 

. Jators with financial and other matters for ‘two 
months before allowing the problem of a capital 
to arise. And then he-plumped for New Westmin- 
ster. Dr. Helmcken ignored him and introduced a 
motion calling for Victoria to be the capital. 

There was a nine - and - a - half - hour debate. 
Amor de Cosmos, the Victoria newspaper publisher, 
was active in the fight for the Island. But the 
crucial speech fell to Franklyn. 


Little Nips Spelled Disaster 


Helmcken’s reminiscences tell what happened. 

Franklyn found Noah's Ark cold. He made 
frequent visits to the “attachment” for warming 
libations and when the time came for him to read 
his speech he was “a littie shaky”. 

Cox, seated beside Franklyn, took advantage 
of the..situation to shuffle Franklyn’s notes. 
Franklyn read his opening three times. 

Then, “during an instant when he (Franklyn) 
laid his spectacles on the table, Cox pressed the 
glasses from their frames”. 

When Franklyn put them on again, he could 
see nothing. His speech faltered and died and there 
was great hilarity among his colleagues. Helmcken 
moved a recess. When the! House re-assembled 
Helmcken objected to Franklyn making a second 
speech and a vote was taken. Victoria won, 13 to 8. 

That didn’t end the matter. There were further 
debates before removal of the capital to Victoria 
was settled upon. But Helmcken had.already won 


the telling battle of the war even though it con- 
tinued into the next spring when a final vote was 
taken.

The Queen’s birthday, 1868, was set for procla- 
mation and. the transfer took place the next day. 
The legislators then moved into the drawn-out 
consideration of confederation with Canada, which 
wasnjt effected until 1871. 

These were the earth-shaking questions before 
the colony 100 years ago. When the 28th legislature 
meets at New Westminster, Tuesday, there may be 
a tendency to Jook back to 1867 as the date when 
everything began. 

Strange as it may seem now, those early 
fathers of our province were also looking back 
almost a century. They were measuring progress 
ince-1778,.when-Capt. James Cook first turned the 
eyes of England on this unknown, new world shore. 

The fur traders followed Cook, accounting for 
the initial exploration of the west. The Hudson's 
Bay Company sprinkled mountains and coast with 
forts and trading posts. Soon the company virtually 
ruled the trade—-and the country. 

The company had its headquarters in the early

The present buildings claimed 
the site in the 1890s. 
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The Island was made a crown colony in 1849, 
But the company did little’ to settle it. In fact, 
when the first governor, Richard Blanshard, came 
out in 1850, there was. only one bona fide settler 
and the handful of other residents ‘were Hudson's 
Bay Company employees. 

Blanshard found that. the colony offerec him 
neither a home nor a salary. He couldn't even 
enjoy the employees’ discounts at the company 
stores. So he quit after eight months. 

For three months the colony was ruled by'a 
three-man legislative council. One of the three, 
company officer James Douglas, was elevated to 
governor in November 1851, 


Fraser Gold Rush Finished That 


In 1856 the island colony added a legislative 
assembly. But the company still held sway in 
New Caledonia, the name then applied to the B.C 
mainland. The Fraser gold rush finished that. 

The rush began in 1858 aafd by the end of that 
year more than 30,000 gold-hungry adventurers 
had flocked here. There were sudden fears that 
because many of them came from California there 
might be moves by the U.S. to annex the mainland 
territory. 

So in 1858 Britain granted colonial status to 
New Caledonia. Queen Victoria renamed it British 
Columbia and James Douglas was named as its 
governor. Now he ruled two colonies. But he 
chose to live in Victoria even when a mainland 
‘capital was established in 1859 at New Westminster. 

That same year the colony of Vancouver Island 
built its first legislative buildings at Victoria, a 
cluster of wood frame, Oriental-shaped structures 
to forever to be known as the Bird (Cages. {The 


"present buildings weren’t completed until 1897.) 


The residents of the two colonies were not 
happy with the colonial arrangement. Douglas had 
a. legislative council and a legislative assembly on 
the Island. But on the mainland his one-man rule 
continued until 1863. 

He was still looked upon however, as a com- 
pany man.rather than a public administrator. 
People felt it was doubly expensive to maintain two 
governments, two capitals and two-civil services in 
outposts of empire which were so closely linked in 
every other way. And both colonies were in debt. 


Both Sides Debated Merger 


Between 1864 and 1866 both sides of the Strait 
of Georgia debated the question of a merger. In 
1864 Douglas stepped down from his two governor- 
ships and was rewarded with knighthood. Now 
Vancouver Island was governed by Arthur Edward 
Kennedy and British Columbia by Frederick 
Seymour. 

Douglas had opposed any union of the colonies 
and Seymour wasn’t keen on it either. New West- 
minster “residents favored a merger only if the 
capital of the joint colony stayed in that city. 

The people of Victoria generally favored the 
step provided Victoria was capital and was per- 
mitted toremain a free port, with no customs duties 
to contend with. The Island assembly however 
wanted a federation, not a merger, with the repre- 
sentative system of government maintained. 

Victoria Chamber of Commerce pointed out 
that ships going to the north coast had to “clear” 
first at- New Westminster, which was a costly 
detour. 

On August 6, 1866, the British Parliament 
settled the matter by passage of an act. 

It annexed Vancouver Island to the mainland 
and made Seymour new governor of the joined 
colonies. The legislative council created on. the 
mainland in 1864 was enlarged. Kennedy was sent 
home. 

This still was hardly representative govern- 
ment.. Only nine of the 22 members were elected— 
five from the mainland and four from the Island, 

The union didn’t solve all British Columbia's 
problems 

The legislators who gathered at New West- 
minster 100 years ago were soon aware that taxes 
were going up instead of down, that the gold flow 
from the Cariboo was decreasing and that B.C, 
still was an isolated part of the Empire. 


Many Favored States Union 


On top*of that there still were many residents 
who favored a union with the United States. 

There was a great deal of fighting ahead for 
the new pocket parliament—even after thé disposi- 
tion ‘of the capital was decided 

Men like Amor de-Cosmos, J. F. McC reig ht, 
Robert Beaven, George A. Walkem and John 
Robson (who all were British Columbia premiers 
later), I. W. Powell and R. W. Carrall—all wanted 
union with Canada. 

Here was an issue that went unresolved and 
was -continuously debated until. 1871 when B.C. 
entered Confederation. That was the same year 
the first truly representative assembly was formed 
with 25 members, 13 from the mainland and 12 from 
the Island. 

Whatever dire decisions face our 28th legisla- 
tive assembly after the Speech From The Throne is 
read Tuesday, their aching -heads, their soul 
searching, their late hour studies of complicated 
issues will not set a precedent.

I propose — or re-propose, 
if you will — a provincial 
parks association through 
which our objections against 
industrial and unjustified 
commercial intrusions into 
‘our parklands can be given 
weight. 

This, of course, would be 
but one function of the body I 
have in mind. It would also 
press for legitimate road and 
trail “building where such 
construction was indicated. 

It would throw its weight 
behind the development of

In no way would it attempt 
to usurp the functions of 
government. Its role would be 


that of a non-governnjental 


agency eager to work with the 
provincial authority. 

But it would play watchdog 
at need; and if it developed as 
it should, its bark would be 
loud when danger threatened. 

It would also have such bite 
as a sizeable group of voters

The plain fact is that 
government — not ours alone, 
but any government — bears 
watching, if only because it 
tends to become too remote 
from those who elected it. 

If an example is needed, we 
need look no farther than the 
United States, where the 
earlier efforts of President 
Theodore Roosevelt and the 
conservationists-in-office who 
followed him were, by the mid- 
twenties, being systematically 
undone. . 

Were it not for the efforts 
of the U.S. National Parks 
Association, our neighbor 
would to its loss and sorrow 
have! far fewer wild parks 
today. 

Down there, the. pressures 
are. still on, ruthlessly applied 
by those who see money to be 
made in exploitation of the 
people’s preserves. 

More than any other group, 
it was the U.S, National Parks 
Association that fought for the 
Act of Congress which in 1964 
“blanketed” 88 wild areas 
totalling close to 15 million 
acres as the National Wilder- 
ness — System. 

The -act permits some 
mining and certain other 
activities ... but only under 
the most stringent control, 
and where ‘“‘deemed compat- 
ible with -the _ wilderness 
concept.” 

Provincially, our parks need 
more and better protection 
than they are getting. But-I 
don't think they will receive it 
until a large, concerned and 
united citizens’ group 
hammers that fact home.

Perfect 


Or No Fruit

The gardener.whose life has 


. been spent on the Pacific 
Coast fgils to appreciate the 
excitement of 
picking fresh 
fruit from 
trees’ in_ his 
own garden

fruit trees before lawns and 
flowers. 

Being unfamiliar with fruit 
tree culture i$ no hindrance to 
acquiring a property contain- 

"ing established trees, but the 
itlusion that these will be 
weighted down with lusci ious 
fruit-is soon dispelled, 

After enjoying a wealth of 
blossom in spring, and watch- 
ing eagerly the formation of 
tiny fruits, it is disconcerting 
to. find most of the crop lying 
on the ground sometime 

“during June, renee 
-donsternation grips the 
Yiewtomer and he pleads for 
an explanation: what has 
happened? What have I done 
wrong? 

In seven cases out of. 10, 
nig discarding of small fruits, 

“June drop’, is caused by 
seller. beyond the 
powers of the gardener. 

HOW IT OPERATES r 

It may help if we spend a 
few moments considering how 
a fruit. tree operates. 

From the gardener’s point 
of... view--the. <purpose - for 
growing fruit trees in the

back garden is to obtain 
fresh, luscious fruits. 
From the tree's point. of 


view the purpose for pro- 
ducing luscious fruits is to 
provide food for seedling trees 
which will perpetuate the 
species. Any. fruit that does 
not contain perfect seeds is 
useless as far as the tree is 
coneerned. 


Perfect. seed~depends on 


perfect pollination of .the 
flower. 

First, the flowers must be 
perfect, especially in regard 


to the parts which are linked 
with seed production. These 
parts can be damaged by 
sharp frosts or low tempera- 
tures and either of _ these 
conditions at flowering time 
can result in faulty or incom- 
plete pollination. 

Secondly, the pollen has to 
he dry. A rainy. period across 
flowering time can ruin the 
pollen. 

WIND, RAIN 

Rain also decreases the 
activities of insects on which 
pollination depends, and high 
wind speed will keep flying 
fhsects grounded. Both pro- 
longed rain or high winds at 
flowering time have a marked 
effect on pollination. 

Thirdly, most of the fruits 
we grow in the home garden 
prodace flowers which cannot 
use their own pollen. They 
require the pollen from. an-

month, sow ‘seed indoors of 
lobelia, snapdragoen, petunia, 
carnation and verbena. 

Clean the glass inside and 
out of greenhouse or sunroom 
where seedlings and plants 
are being grown.

FASCINATING STORY 


It is usually June before the 
tree discards all those fruits 
in which seed is not develop- 
ing. Plant scientists- are just 
beginning to unfold for ug the 
fascinating story of how this 
shedding of useless. (or seed- 
less) fruits is activated but 
the finding to date -are too 
involved to discuss here. 

Once the tree has. dropped 
‘the’ —useless—fruits, it . then 
adjusts the remainder of the 
crop to its general health~ and 
vigor. It ,will also drop the 
wormy fruits, those in which 
the partly formed seeds have 
been eaten by a worm, inline 
with the policy, no seed, no 
fruit. 

Since ‘the final erop which 
remains on a tree is propor- 
tionate to the. general health 
and vigor, it stands to reason 
that well-fed trees will carry 
more fruits than those which 
are under-nourished. 

Many gardeners religiously 
feed their trees every year

Orchard experiments have 
shown that fertilizers (or 
plant food) must be applied 
early enough to reach the root 
zone by the time the trees 
become active and late 
January to early February is 
recommended.

Find Hints 
Life In Space 


BERKELEY, Calif. (APY - 
Using. a system of jdentifica- 
tion similar to fingerprinting, 
a California physicist claimed 
Friday he has found chlore- 


phyll in outer space. 

Fred -M. Johnson, — chief 
scientist at a University of 
California meeting said that 


itself could exist on other 
planets. 
The life forms could bé 


familiar to man, he said. 

Addressing a specially-con- 
vened astronomy and biody- 
namics meeting, Dr. Johnson 
noted: that dust particles have 
been: telescopically observed 
for more than 80. years as. 
cloud formations in space that 
partially obscure light .from 
distant stars. 


“The significance of my 
findings, if. correct,” Dr. 
Johson said, “is that a case 


for life chemistry in space 
can only be inferred -but: the 
end-product ean be looked 
upon as a form of life similar 
to that on earth.” 


PLANT FORM 
Since chlorophyll is essen- 
tial to ‘the ~basie building 


process of life — or photosyn- 
thesis — it can be speculated 
that space chlorophyll could 
reach surfaces of other 
planets and undergo photosyn- 
thesis as on earth. This would 
produce at leas. simple plant 
forms, Dr. Johnson said. 

He said he has identified 
space chlorophyll through 
both spectroscopic studies and 
laser research.
